year 1867 been seeking to obtain complete 


control of the paper-collar business. They 
have expended over $175,000 at law, and 
to get ready for a patent suit soon to 
come on, are suid to have retained fifteen 
different lawyers, at a cash payment so 
far of $20,000. Of course the other par- 
ties to the suit indulge in equally exten- 
sive preparations. The sales of paper- 
collars are caleulated at 5,000,000 collars 
daily, at an average cost to the public of 
$60,000. This fact gives a clue to how 
far the people are interested, and is the 
especial cause of anxiety among the trade. 
The companies having their headquarters 
in Boston make from 200,000 to 600,000 


boxes of collara per week.
